The Tablet, for the design of which Sir Charles Nicholson is 
responsible, is the work of Mr. Esmond Burton of Wheatsheaf 
Studio, Red Lion Street, and is of Portland Stone and Slate т 
harmony with the General Character of the Church. 


Ir is not, as is too often supposed, the purpose of a stained glass window to suffuse into the 
church a "dim religious light," but rather to admit jewelled light; and not only to delight 
us with its colour, but, pre-eminently, to awaken the imagination of the beholder in telling 
its story. And in this Memorial Window, designed by Gerald E. R. Smith in collaboration 
with Frank O. Salisbury, and dedicated to Henry Joseph Wood in the name of musicians and 
friends of music, there can be found facts imaginatively presented, and meanings symbolically 
conveyed. At the top of the window, where shines the luminous Figure of the Crucified 
Saviour, light pours forth over the world, Angels with trumpets announce peace on earth to 
men of good will, God's rainbow is set in the Heavens. 

Any man who serves his art with the selfless devotion that Henry Wood brought to it, 
bears a daily cross; any man whose one desire it is to help others, fulfills the sense of Blake's 
words “every act of kindness is a little death in the Divine Image." We may, in these two 
ways, at once relate the message of the Cross at the top of the window, to its fulfillment in 
the lower panel. We see, in the left panel, the young Henry playing the organ. His father 
was principal tenor in the choir of the Church of St. Sepulchre for many years, he learnt to 
play the organ here under Dr. Lott, and he was in charge of the organ loft at the age of 12. It 
is fiting that Henry Wood's ashes should be buried, immediately beneath this memorial 
window, on the site where the organ once stood. 

In the complimentary small right hand panel we see the beloved "Henry J." of the 
Promenade Concerts, the man who might have echoed the words of Keats “I have loved the 
principle of beauty in all things and the memory of great men." And here, along the length 
of this lower panel, stand four of the great men of music, Bach and Handel, Byrd and Purcell. 
The medallion, surrounded by a laurel wreath, carries a verse written for it by the Poet 
Laureate: above it flowers one of the carnations which we all remember as part of Sir 
Henry's platform personality, below there is the painter's palette which, alone among the arts, 
challenged the conductor's baton in his affections. On the music scroll is written Stainer's 
Sevenfold Amen, in which Sir Henry found constant inspiration. 


These are the words within the Medallion: 


“At this Man's hand a million hearers caught 
An echo of the Music without flaw 

Whose endless joy is Heaven's only law 

O Music-lovers, bless him in your thought." 


John Masefield. 


We will indeed, all of us, bless him in our thoughts, and, so doing, again raise our eyes to 
the Cross, the ideal self-sacrifice from which he drew his strength. It was Henry Wood's 
practice to read nightly in the New Testament; but in times of fatigue or stress, he would 
open The Passion according to St. Matthew by John Sebastian Bach, the score he treasured 
most of all in the world, his deepest faith became Music. In that Music, he always found 
refreshment and repose. 

In the central part of the window, St. Cecilia, the patron saint of music is seated, with 
attendant Angels, at the organ. No proven historical fact connects her with music, but she 
is supposed, according to tradition, to have been found singing after the three days of her cruel 
martyrdom were passed: and so singing, died. | 

The Church has put into her mouth, in one of the Vesperal Antiphons, the lovely prayer 
“Fiat cor Immaculatum, ut non confundar." 

We remember, looking at this centre panel, Henry Wood's great desire for the revival 
in England of the Cecilian Festival—to which Purcell and Handel had contributed in the 
past—but we remember, above all, the man who lived St. Cecilia's prayer, and whose shining 
integrity lives on to inspire and encourage all lovers of music present and to come.
